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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I claims (claims 1-9) in the reply 
filed on 04/1 1/2005 is acknowledged. Applicant's cancellation of claims 10-28 is also 
acknowledged. Claims 1-9 are currently pending in the application. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 1, line 10 Applications for Dual Network Modem missing Application No. 
On page 4, line 29 Applications for Dual Network Modem missing Application No. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bharatia (US 6,763,233). 

Regarding claim 1, A network gateway is anticipated by "GGSN" disclosed in 
disclosed in Fig 1; comprising: 
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An identification database including one or more mobile unit entries is anticipated 
by "Home Subscriber Service-data base" disclosed in column 7, lines 22-30, where 
each mobile unit entry indicates a subscriber information database storing subscriber 
information for the mobile unit corresponding to the mobile unit entry is anticipated by 
"Subscriber Identification, Numbering and Addressing Information" disclosed in column 
7, lines 30-33; 

A subscriber information database including one or more subscriber unit entries 
is anticipated by "Home Subscriber Service-data base" disclosed in column 7, lines 22- 
30, where each subscriber entry indicates for the corresponding mobile unit a location, 
a status, and any service subscribed to by the corresponding mobile unit is anticipated 
by "the subscriber profile" disclosed in column 5, lines 38-39. 

An identifier table including an identifier entry in the subscriber information data 
base "Home Subscriber Service-data base" disclosed in column 7, lines 22-30, where 
each identifier entry indicates a correspondence between a first identifier is anticipated 
by "subscriber number*' disclosed in column 8, lines 1-10 and a second identifier is 
anticipated by "subscriber address" disclosed in column 8, lines 1-10 

A primary network connection connected to a first wireless network is anticipated 
by "IP networks-104 ("primary network) connected through GGSN node to wireless 
network" disclosed in Fig 1A; where the first wireless network is a packet switched 
network is anticipated by U 3G packet switched network' disclosed in column 4, lines 53- 
57. 
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A secondary network connection connected to second wireless network is 
anticipated by "legacy mobile terminal signaling network -108 (secondary network) 
connected through GGSN node to wireless network" disclosed in Fig 1 A. 

Regarding claim 2, wherein the second wireless network is a wireless circuit 
switched network is anticipated by "circuit switched network" disclosed in column 08, 
line 25; and a secondary network connection is an SS7 connection is anticipated by 
"SS7 signaling based transport" disclosed in column 8, line 30. 

Regarding claim 3, the network gateway, further comprising a visitor information 
database including one or more visitor entries is anticipated by "VLR-Visitor Location 
Register" disclosed in column 6, line 27, where each visitor entry indicates for a 
corresponding visiting mobile unit location, a status, and any services subscribed to by 
the corresponding visiting mobile unit is anticipated by "VLR to hold subscriber's service 
data" disclosed in column 9, line 10. 

Regarding claim 4, wherein the location in subscriber entry indicates the wireless 
network where the corresponding mobile unit is currently registered is anticipated by 
"location dependencies" disclosed in column 7, line 30. 

Regarding claim 5, where in the first identifier is a telephone number is 
anticipated by "numbed disclosed in column 8, line 4. 

Regarding claim 6, the second identifier is an IP address is anticipated by 
"address" disclosed in column 8, line 4. 

Regarding claim 7, wherein each identifier entry further indicates a 
correspondence among the first identifier is anticipated by "number" disclosed in column 
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8, line 4, the second identifier is anticipated by "address" disclosed in column 8, line 4, 
and a third identifier is anticipated by "subscriber name" disclosed in column 8, line 4. 

Regarding claim 8, where the third identifier is a mobile identification number is 
anticipated by "subscriber name" disclosed in column 8, line 4. 

Regarding claim 9, the network gateway, further comprising an exchange switch 
connected to a public switched telephone network is anticipated by "public switched 
telephone network" disclosed in column 6, line 32-33.
